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Between 30 October and 18 November 1951, 25,000 recruits from Kiangsu, Chekiang, 
and Anhwei arrived in Tientsin on the Tlentslzv.Pukow railroad and were temporarily 
stationed in an area near the south and north railroad stations, Tientsin, where 
they received winter uniforms. Then they were all sent by train to Pench'ihu 
(123-43, 41 - 20 ) from where they were to be sent to the Korean front.
